Washington, February 7.—(Spectal.)— 
Among today’s presidential appointments 
were two for Georgia—C. C. Wimbish, for 
surveyor of custOms at Atlanta, and Henry 
T. Dunn, for collector of the port of Bruns- 
wick. 

The Lyons slate is going through all 
right, but there is still no official indica- 
tion of any immediate prospect for Lyons 
himself. The latest movement in behalf of 
the Georgia national committeeman comes 
in the shape of the suggestion for an as- 
s'stant district attorney for the southern 
district of Georgia. 

Some time ago Colonel Buck urged the 
creation of this office, his idea then being 
to give it to Leaken, of Savannah, whom 
he recommended; but the office has not 
been created. 

The story here is that the reason this has 
not been done is that Judge Emory Speer 
is the stumbling block, and that the reason 
he has refused to make the necessary 
recommendation is that he fears this same 
Lyons might get the place. and he does 
not propose to have a negro officer in his 
court, 

If this is true, there may be a doubt of 
the president’s ability to land Lyons there 
even if he is earnest in his desire to do soa. 
Still a president’s wish will go a long ways. 

Another thing talked about in this same 
connection {s the possibility of the crea- 
tion of a new district for Georgia, but 
there seems to be nothing substantial in 
this. 


Protest Against Blun. 


The Georgia senators and Captain Lester 
are in receipt of a number of telegrams 
from leading business men of Savannah 
protesting against the confirmation of 
Harry Blun as postmaster. 

These protests are not against the ap- 
pointee, but are based on the belief that 
there is no warrant in turning out Post- 
master Haines before the expiration of 
his four years’ term. Senator Bacon was 
not able to get to the capitol today, but 
Senator Clay and Captain Lester had a 
consultation about the matter, and the 
senator, who is a member of the postoffice 
committee, will have the confirmation held 
up until those who oppose it are given 2 
full hearing. 

As the term would end in April, {tt is 
possible the Georg:a senators wilil be able 
to hold up the confirmation of Blun until 
then.

Christopher C. Wimbish, the Atlanta ne- 
gro republican who was yesterday appoint- 
ed surveyor of customs at this place to suc- 
ceed Mr. John D. Stocker, has held the 
Place before. 

Wimbish will today appoint A. M. Hill, 
of Forsyth, as his assistant to succeed Mr. 
Ed@ Aldred. Thig is the second of the most 
important offices in the government build- 
ing here placed entire:y under the control 
of negroes. 

Wimbigh and Hill were opponents for the 
Place, but Wimbish got the inside track and 
left Hill. To pacify Hi!l, Colonel Buck and 
the other members of the ring fixed a deal 
whereby Hi!! was to get the place of as- 
sistant. 

One thousand dollars a year is the salary 
paid to the surveyor of customs in Atlanta. 
Besides this salary he gets fees for the 
business done, which runs the salary up 
to about $1.500. The assistant is allowed a 
salary of $900 a vear. 

Wimb'sh is an expertenced official, 
having heid the place of survevor for four 
years during the Harrison administration. 
He made an efficient officer and it is said 
discharged the duties of the office well. 

Mr. John D. Stocker, who is displaced by 
Wimbish, was appointed by Cleveland and 
for four years has made a good official. 
He and.his assistant, Mr. A'dred, did the 
best work ever done in the custom house 
here. During the exposition they were 
aver-run with business, but they managed 
the office with great ability. 

Wimbish will probably be confirmed th's 
week and will go to work at once. He scald 
yesterday that he would t&ke the office as 
soon as confirmed.

FLAMES SWEEP ATLANTIC CITY.

Fire Destroys $65,000 Worth of New 
Jersey Property. 

Atlantic City, N. J., February 7.—A fire 
which criginated’in the Academy of Music 
this morning destroyed a half block of 
buildings, entailing a loss of about $65,000 
before being got under control. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. Of- 
fficer Rebinson discovered smoke issuing 
from under the boavd walk in front of the 
Academy of Music. A general alarm was 
sent in, but before the engines arrived the 
Academy of Musle was envelcped in flames. 
The fire spread to. Lapre’s confectionery 
store and there communicated to the rear 
ef the Bryn Mawr -hotel.., " 

The flames quickly spread to Bacha- 
rach’s furnishing store, Ruttér’s School of 
Phrenology, Myers's photograph gallery, 
the Gold Mine bathhouse, Smith’s rolling 
chair eztablishment and a portion of the 
vitascope parlors on the board walk. For 
a time it looked as though the Berktey 
hotel, the largest ‘lmostelry on“ Kentucky 
avenue, vould surely be destroyed. The 
rear of the hotel adjoins the burned build- 
ings and the stiff west wind fanned the 
flames toward the bg house. Several lines 
of hose were run out of the hotel windows 
and the side of the building and surround- 
property was thoroughly drenched... The 
guests in the Berkley hotel hurriedly 
packed their clothing and prepared for 4 
hasty exit, but the wind shifted at this 
time and this alone saved the hotel. 

The floor of the big board walk for a 
distance of half a block was so badly 
damaged by the flames that it wll have 
to be rebuilt. The heaviest losers are:

The cotton loss is estimated to have been 
worth $15,000 <o $209,000. The property was 
insured for about two-thirds of its value. 
The compress was managed by Messrs. 
Robertson & Bestor Late, of Mobile. The 
structure was located between the tracks 
of the Mobile and Ohio an@ Illinois Cen- 
tral railroads and quite a number of cars 
were standing near, most of which were 
saved without damage; some, hewever, be- 
ing slightly burned. The origin of the fire 
accidental.

FULL DETALS ARE GIVEN 


Consul General Had Written the State 
Department Fully. 


MADE AN EFFORT TO SAVE THE SPANIARD 


American’s Messenger Reached Iinsur- 
gent Camp After the Exe- 
cution.

Washington, February 7.—The president 
today transmitted to the house the reports 
from Consul General Lee relative to the 
execution of Colonel Ruiz, which the house 
called for by resolution. 

These reports consist of two dispatches to 
the state department from General Lee. 
The lirst. under date of December 2lst, is 
in the form of a narrative account of the 
circumstances attending the execution, 
“AS a matter of public interest,’’ says 
General Lee, “I have tne honor to .niorm 
tue department that on Monday December 
isin, lueutenant Cojonel Don Joaquin Rwz, 
Of tie Spanisn Corps of engineers, and aide- 
de-camp of the captain general, an officer 
and favyorabhy known in the city, visited 
Coionel Aranguren, an active and enter- 
prising .nsurgent chief, with whom he had 
been formeriy well acquainted, as he had 
been in his employment wnen Kuz had 
charge of the waterworks of this city. 


“outhern railway through | 


Colonel Ruiz left here at 6 a. m. Monday, 
December i3th, alighting at Camp Florido, 
twenty-one miles fromthe city, where 
he breakfasted with the Spanish 
commander and in company w.th practicos 
(guides), a white man and a negro, he 
rode on horseback in the direction of Aran- 
guren's camp. After he had proceeded two 
leagues he was met by Aranguren, who 
was mounted and had an escort of fourteen 
cavalry. Colonel Ruiz, after the exchange 
of salutations, began a speech to Arangu- 
ren and his party, setting forth the prospec- 
tive glories of autonomic rule, and, I am 
adyv.sed, made offers upon the part of the 
authorities heré for the surrender of his 
command, whereupon Aranguren acting 
under the instructions of his genera] in 
chief, Maximo Gomez, 
and his two men executed. 

“It will be remembered in November last 
Gomez issued a proclamation ordering his 
officers to put to death any person or per- 
sons that should approach them with the 
effort to make them traitors to their com- 
rades or cause or induce them to accept 
autonomy under Spanish rule. Aranguren, 
previous to the war. lived in Havana w.th 
his mother, but has since been a bold and 
active of cer of the insurgent ranks. 

‘In ac dance with a request made to 
me by the Russian consul and other friends 
of Colonel Ruiz and with the Knowledge. 
consent and approval of General Blanco. I 
made the attempt to suve the life of the 
Spanish officer by sending to him Mr. Ern- 
est Tosca as my representative here with 
the following note:

Alabama’s Congressmen Are En ¢avor- 
ing To Get School Donations. 
Montgomery, Ala., February 7,.—(Special.) 
Considerable interest is fe:t in Aiabama 
concerning the effort that ‘s being made jin 
congress by the representatives from this 
state to have the genera! government do- 
nate certain considerable tracts of the pub-

The famous Chicago syndicate which 
operated here s'x years ago was one of 
Brown's corporations, and it is a settie- 
ment of the many claims against that 
company which the courts have wunder- 
taken. The case came up yesterday before 
Judge W. H. Felton, who is presiding for 
Judge Lumpkifi, the latter being disquali- 
fied. 

Brown came to Atlanta six years ago. He 
wore the attractive title of ‘‘capialtst,” 
and represented himself to be a wealthy 
promoter. He was at the head of the 
Chicago syndicate which was composed of 
Ira White, A. Davis, T. H. Ijams and 
George Graham, all sharp promoters, The 
syndicate bought property here, built 
dozens of houses, borrowed money on the 
buildings and premises, and then suddenly 
burst and the promoters disappeared. The 
syndicate worked its scheme to perfection. 
When Brown left here, he left assets valued 
at perhaps $90,000, and debts amounting 
to several hundred thousand dollars. The 
syndicate beat the loan and security com- 
panies, the constrvction contractors, the 
persons from whom the land was pur- 
chased and the firms which furnished 
material for the houses. 

Sixty creditors are clamoring for their 
part of the small pile of assets which 
Brown left behind to cover his large pile 
of indebtedness. 

The creditors are fighting among them- 
selves, and the case is practically a strug- 
gle between the building and loan com- 
paities and the small creditors who furnish- 
The 
auditor in the case set aside the liens of the 
New South Building and Loan Association 
und the Security Investment Company on 
the ground that they charged usurious 
rates of interest.

There 
were two others that cost $3,000 each. 
Fourteen handsome oil paintings, of the 
stations of the cross, were consumed and 
there were other valuable statues and pic- 
dures and ornaments. The Catholics have 
had several churches tendered them by 
sympathetic church people, among them St. 
John’s Episcopal church, by Rev. Charles 
H. Strong, but have decided to accept none 
of them, They will hold services in the 
chapel of the convent of St. Vincent De 
Paul probably, until the new structure is 
coffiple ied. 

Father Keiley, who was on his way to 
‘Atlanta when the fire broke out, was tel- 
egraphed and returned on the morning 
train. “The loss js a terrific one,” he said, 
“It has blotted out in a couple of hours the 
work of generations and the results of the 
subscriptions of devoted hearts. We will 
do the best we can until the cathedral] is

A resolution was passed authorizing the 
bridge committee to advert.se for bids for 
the erectton of the structure. Accompany- 
ing this-resolution from the bridge commit- 
tee was a clause empowering the mayor 
to close a contract with the contractors 
prov.ded an acceptable bid was received. 

The council discussed the latter section 
at length. Some wanted to know the exact 
amount the bridge would cost before any- 
body was empowered to make any con- 
tract. Others thought the resolution was 
too previgis in that it would bind the city 
to expend the difference between 
the total cost and the $40,000 of- 
fered by the roads. With the excep- 
tion of Chairman Turner, of the bridge 
committee, almost the whole council seem- 
ed to think the clause advertising for bids 
was suffic.ent at this juncture, and Chair- 
man Turner finally agreed to have the 
clause empowering the mayor to make a 
contract stricken, 

The committee will advertise for the bids 
at once according to plans and specifica- 
tions agreed on by the city and ra‘lroad en- 
gineers, the estimates to be opened at a 
date yet to be decided.on by the committee. 

Mr. Turner Tells of Contract. 

Alderman Turner read the correspondence 
that had passed between his committee 
and the railroad authorities, and also the 
specifications agreed on by the engineers. 
After he had finished the reading of the 
resolution providing for the advertisement 
for bids, Councilman Lumpkin argued the 
resolution as framed would bind the coun- 
cil to present figures, and he believed a stil] 
better trade could be made with the roads, 
he moved that the resolution and report 
of the committee be laid on the table until 
next meeting of council. 

“Tam in favor of this bridge,’’ said Al- 
derman Rice, “but I am against expending 
the money in an illegal way. I am op- 
posed to the second clause of that resolu- 
tion because I don’t believe the mayor has 
the right to make any contract without 
the ccnsent of conncil.” 

Councilman .Hammond. then registered 
his objection to the second clause. Sd6 did 
Alderman Woodward. 

“The people of the west 
Chairman Turner with great emphasis, 
“want a bridge. If the council does not 
want this improvement let it say so right 
now and stop the matter where it is. 
There is no effort on the part of the bridge 
committee to becloud matters. We con- 
sider this a good offer from the roads, and 
as the engineers have said the bridge 
would not cost over $80,000, I see no reason 
why the city should not accept the propo- 
sition.’’

Election for the Issuance. of Bonds 
Was Fixed by the Finance Com- 
mittee for April 6th. 


ITY COUNCIL held an important

The city council unanimously passed the 
ordinance from the tax committee yester- 
day afternoon, entirely prohibiting the use 
er sale of trading stamps in the city, and 
prescribing as a penalty for violation $10 
fine or thirty days in the stockade, either 
or both in the discretion of the recorder, 
for every stamp used or sold. 

The aldermanic board will pass on the 
ordinance Thursday afternoon. The mayor 
will sign it either that afternoon or -the 
next morning. The ord’nance will then 
have become a law. Unless the trading 
stamp people secure an injunction they 
will be forced to quit business on this date, 


NLESS the International Trading 


and the hundreds of people in the city will 


be forced to discontinue using stamps at 
once. 

The action of the stamp people is specu- 
lative. From yesterday’s proceedings it 
would appear they are not so anxious to 
continue business permanently in Atlanta 
after all. Councilman Hammond, the only 
one who espoused their cause at the coun- 
cil meeting, wanted the ordinance changed 
so as to force the concern to quit Dusiness 
September Ist, when the lease on the store 
on Whitehall street expires. 

As usual the company was hit hard by 
the opposition. A good number of mer- 
chants who are out of the stamp fold were 
present to help push the ordinance along. 
Mr. Jack Spalding represented the opposi- 
tion. Counciiman, Hammond, ex-counse!l for 
tne concern. made two strong speeches in 
business, but the ordinance 
Was passed without a dissenting vote.

Two Amendments Were Offered. 


After Clerk Greene had finished reading 
the ordinance Alderman Mayson offered an 
amendment taxing every concern using 
stamps $25 per annum.

Mr. Spalding argued the action of the 
tax committee was warranted. He stated 
the stamp scheme was an effort to black- 
mail other merchants. He said the plan 
‘Was undoubtedly illegal and that the stamp 
people should be run out of town. 

Mr. Jacobs followed, reading the same 
exhaustive paper he read before the tax 
committee last week, showing how stamp 
concerns had been suppressed in various 
towns and cities of the north. 

Mr. Hammond criticised Dr. Jacobs for 
posing as a supporter of honest competition. 
Mr. Hammond argued the stamp plan was 
legal, that the opposition was born of a 
spirit of jealousy because other firms could 
not get inside. He stated the stamp people 
were law abiding citizens, and that the 
city-would be doing them a great injustice 
to take away their license, which had al- 
ready been granted. 

Alderman Woodward denounced the 
stamp concern in that their proscriptive 
laciics did net admit all merchants, and 
that they forced cash business into one 
channel and credit business into another. 

Judge Dorsey called on the city attorney 
for his opinion in the matter. “I think it 
within the charter power of the city to pass 
and enforce such an ordinance,” said Judge 
Anderson. “The granting of Simply a li- 
cense is no contract relation between the 
city and the stamp company. I am of the 
opinion the sale and use of stamps can be 
prohibited.’’ 

The vote was taken on Mr. Hammond’s 
amendment and it was unanimously lost. 
Mr. Thomson asked to be excused from 
voting on the ordinance on the grounds he 
was a stockholder in a concern giving trad- 
ing stamps. He was not excused. 

The vote was then taken on the ordinance 
and it was unanimously adopted.

Despite strong opposition, the sale of the 
Blue Ridge and Atlantic railway was con- 
firmed by Judge Newman yesterday, and 
now the little railroad which has been in 
the hands of a receiver for so long, {ts reor- 
ganized and running free from ail litiga- 
tion and trouble. 

The Blue Ridge and Atlantic runs from 
Cornelia to Tallulah Falls. It is practical- 
ly the only raijroad in Habersham county, 
and is a valuable feeder to the Southern, It 
affords the only means of reaching the 
beautiful mountain resert and this is chief- 
ly the cause of its existence. 


The road was scld for cnlyv $2,100, although 


{t was worth possibly $1,000, It was bought 
by George Lewis Prentiss, of New York, 
who represents the holders of the receiv- 
er’s certificates. There were about $0,000 
worth of these certificates and it was from 
some of the holders that the objection to 
the confirmation of the sale was made. 
Certain of the certificate holders wauted 
to be paid the full valve of their certifi- 
cates, and the $2.400 only sufficed to pay a 
mMeargcr percentage of the full amount, 

A complete reorganization of the road 
has been effected and now it will be operat- 
el on a broader scale, Improvements wi!l 
be made and the roadbed will be made as 
smooth as possible. Mr. W. V. Lauraine, 
who has been receiver of the road since its 
term of litigation, has been made general 
manager of the road. He has been with the 
road so long as to be thoroughly familiar 
with its workings and if any one can make 
ft pay he is the man.

HAUL CASE IS UP 


Interstate Commerce Commission Renews 
Its Fight on Southern Rates. 


WAR ON THE BASING POINTS 


Marietta’s Complaint\Is Being Heard 
by Judge Ww. T. Newman. 
f 


COLONEL £0 BAXTER FOR THE ROADS 


Mr. Shaver Counsel for the Commis- 
sion—Every One of These Cases 
Stands on Its Own Merits. 


SOTHER of the long-and-short- 
aul cases is on trial. The federal 


courts in this territory have been 
rather busy with these cases of late. One 

Was decided in Chattancoga last week. 
About a month ago Judgs Emory Speer 
decided one, and a few months further 
back the Summerville hay case was de- 
cided by a federal court. 

Yesterday Judge W. T. Newman, sitting 
as circuit judge, took up a case in which 
the Western and Atlantic, the Atlanta and 
West Point and other carriers are inter- 
ested as defendants. One of the complaints 
Was that rates were higher from Cincin- 
nati to Marietta, Ga.,than to Atlanta, or, 
in other words, the ra!lroads were charging 
more for the short haul than for the long 
one, the former being included im the latter, 
and both movements being in the same 
direction. A number of other towns had 
s'milar complaints, but they were all con- 
solidated into one case. 

Cclonel Ed Baxter, of Nashville, repre- 
sented the railroads, and Mr. L. A. Shaver, 
of Washington, appeared as counsel for 
the interstate commerce commission. 

The interstate commerce commission in- 
vestigated these complaints four or five 
years ago, and in its opinion held that the 
railroads should not charge any higher 
rate to the intermediate point than to the 
basing point beyond—Atlanta. 

The carriers set up in their defense the 
fact that the competition at Atlanta cre- 
ates dissimilar circumstances and condi- 
tions from those existing at Marietta and 
other intermediate non-junction points. 
The fourth section of the interstate com- 
merce act, which is the one prohibiting a 
greater charge for a short haul than for 
a long one, makes an exception of cases 
where the circumstances are dissimilar. 
The commission ruled early in its history 
that this simply referred to instances where 
railroads had to compete with water lines 
or with railroads not under the board's 
jurisdiction, such as roads running into or 
through Canada or Mexico. It said that 
never under any other circumstances 
would a railroad be justified in charging 
more for the short haul than for the long 
one. 

The supreme court of the United States, 
however, has placed a very different con- 
struction on the fourth section, and has 
said that the railroads could recognize 
potential competition, even competition be- 
tween themselves, Aas creating sometimes 
dissimilar circumstances and conditions. 

Two of these long and short haul cases 
have been fought to a finish—the Social 
Circle case and the Alabama Midland, or 
Troy case. In the first, the Sociai Circle 
case, the supreme court decided that the 
water competition at Augusta did not cre- 
ate such dissimilar circumstances as to 
justify a reduction of the rate from Cin- 
cinnati beloW the rate from the same city 
to Social Circle. To that extent, the decis- 
ion was a victory for the commission, but 
in the very same opinion the court an- 
nounced that the commission had not the 
power or authority to prescribe rates. It 
further declared that every one of these 
long and short haul cases must stand on 
its own bottom. 

That decision was rendered March 30, 1896, 
and is will go down in history as a leading 
case. 

Last fall the supreme court decided the 
Troy case and that was about the hardest 
Tiow the commission ever did get, with the 
possible exception of the denial to it of 
power to prescribe rates, maximum, mini- 
mum or absolute. The court gaid that by 
reason of the competition between the rail- 
roads and the river steamers at Montgom- 
ery, Ata., the former were justified in 
charging a less rate on trafilc going to 
the east than they charged from Troy, al- 
though the freight might be moved from 
Montgomery through Troy. On business 
from the east the same right was conceded 
to the roads of charging less to Montgom- 
ery than to Troy, although the dis- 
tance to Montgomery is greater. 
The court went further still, and 
said that the rail carriers need not 
even go to the commission tirst for approv- 
al of 1ts rates, but could reduce them to 
tne basing point if it wished, witnout wait- 
ing for tne commission's consent.

Unele Billy had 
some relatives lMving at Hartwell, ten 
miles away, and he determined to build 
him a railroad so that he could ride over 
to see them. He wanted to be a railroad 
magnate, anyway, so he started the con- 
struction of his road. When it was com- 
pleted he couldn’t get any locomotives 
across the country to his tracks. This didn't 
phase him a bit. He bought two upright 
beer bottle engines that had been used for 
thrashing wheat, and put them on trucks. 
With these improvised locomotives T ncle 
Billy operated his road for some time, The 
road was unprofitable, and Uncle Billy 
sold it. Gradual improvements were made, 
and a few years ago the road was able 
to issue and sell bonds to the amount of

DECLINES TO REDUCE. . 


Georgia Railroad Commission Makes a 

Formal Order in the Griffin Case. 

The state railroad commission made 4 
formal order yesterday declining to take 
any action in regard to the Griffin petition 
for reduction in freight rates. 

When the petition was heard on Satur- 
day, Mr. Brewer, representing the Griffin 
parties, withdrew that part of his petition 
which related to a reduction of 4 cents 
per hundred pounds on grain, flour, meat 
and certain other provisions. He insisted, 
however, upon a hearing for his petition for 
a general revision of the Georgia commis- 
sion’s tariff. 

In passing upon this, the commission 
stated that as insufficient evidence had been 
presented to show ground for a reduction, 
the request would be denied. 

In the Columbus street railway case, no 
further evidence was heard, but the com- 
mission spent some time in discussing the 
testimony which was introduced on Satur- 
day. Judge Spencer Atkinson will, within 
a few days, file a written oainion on the 
law in the case, and upon this opinion the 
issue will be determined. 

The commission has under consideration, 
the status of the St. Mary’s Lake Citv'‘and 
Gulf railroad. The board has ‘been asked to 
take jurisdiction of this line, and the com- 
pany insists that it is not subject to the 
commission’s contro) for the reason that it 
is not doing a general railroad business. 
it admits that it carries passengers und 
freight for patron along its lines, ‘but says 
that it does so as a matter of convenience 
to the people, and not for any profit which 
there may be in the transportation. 

Yesterday, in replying to an inquiry 
about another railroad, the commission 
Stated that any railroad which does busi- 
ness as a common carrier in the state, js 
subject to itscontrol.

Bishop H. M. Turner Will Be Absent 
for Four Months. 


KING OF BELGIUM 


He Has Important Work To Do in 
Africa in Connection with the 
Church There. 


Bishop #. M. Turner, of the sixth episco- 
pal district, and senior bishop of the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal church, stationed 
in Atlanta, left last night at 11:30 o'clock 
for Africa, where he goes to preside over 
the annual South African conference, to 
be held in Pretoria. 

The trip will be the same as is taken 
every year by the bishop, but this year 
is of more importance than usual on ac- 
count of a number of theological students, 
natives of south Africa, who are waiting 
for ordination. 

Thid shows the progress that is under 
way in the southern portion of the conti- 
nent. Bishop Turner says that fine colleges 
have been established there for the educa- 
tion of the members Of his race, and these 
are presided over by eminent negro edu- 
cators.

On 
his return trip he will stop a few days in 
Paris, and will go from there to fill an 
engagement with the king of Belgium, who 
has expressed a desire to have an audi- 
ence with him in order to discuss matters 
pertaining to south Africa and the mission 
work at that place, which interests them 
beth. 

Bishop Turner had a chat with the king 
of Belgium while en route to Africa on 
his last trip, but it was of short duration, 
and they determined to continue it this 
year, When it was first announced some 
time ago that Bishop Turner would visit 
Africa this year it was thought by many 
he intended going partly in the interest of 
his African emigration scheme, but th’'s re- 
port the bishop denies. 

It is not probable that he will visit Li- 
beria. He, however, has not abandoned the 
idea of emigration, and recently announced 
that he believed the establishing of an in- 
dependent negro government the only way 
by which the race will be able to command
